Mrs. Louise E. Smith, teacher at Levi in 
Owsley County, suggests teaching the 
multiplication tables in arithmetic without 
the repetition of any of the operations; for 
instance, let the two table begin with 2 
times 2, the three table with 3 times 3, the 
four table with 4 times 4, etc. Have you 
tried it? 
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The Business Outlook for 1952 


1952 will be a boom year. The economic 
outlook will depend largely upon the 
economic measures of the Federal Govern- 
ment. We are in the longest boom period 
in the history of the nation. It has lasted 
eleven years and will probably last through 
1954 because of defense spendings, foreign 
aid, domestia subsidies, and economic 
policies. Purchasing power and_ living 
standards will increase in 1952 in the 
nation as a whole. i 

The total national income in 1951 was 
$280 billion, in 1952 it will rise to some 
$305 billion. The personal income in 1951 
was $250 billion, in 1952 it will be about 
$275 billion. 

The Federal Government in 1952 will 
spend some $70 billion for defense alone. 
This will mean more jobs, higher prices, 
higher wages, full employment, and pos- 
sibly more taxes. Truman’s Council of 
Economic Advisers want more taxes to 
curb inflation and the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
want more money for ships, tanks, and 
planes. 

Farm income in 1951 netted $15 billion 
and in 1952 it should net about $17 billion 
as the administration will continue its 
support of agriculture. 

Employment will rise to over 63 millions 
(now about 62.5 millions) and there will 
be acute labor shortages in defense areas 
and farm labor will be scarce. This will 
result in higher wages for both industrial 
and farm labor. 

Credit conditions will be easy and inter- 
est rates low in 1952—as a matter of fact 
too easy and too low to keep inflation at 
a minimum. 

The dollar, now worth some 53 cents, 
will drop to around 52 cents in purchasing 
power in 1952. The cost of living index 
now is about 189 and it will rise to around 
193,

Business profits will be somewhat high- 
er, despite increased labor costs, as nearly 
all employables will be working and 
money will be circulating rather rapidly. 
The last half of 1952 will be better for 
business than the first half, as the bulk of 
the defense expenditures will take place 
during the second half of the year. 


The dollar volume of retail sales will be 
somewhat higher in 1952, probably around 
five per cent. 


Output of durable goods for defense 
purposes will increase, but for civilian 
purposes will be lower; example, fewer 
automobiles, etc. 


Output of non-durable goods such as 
food products, shoes, and textile products 
will increase. 


1952 is a Presidential election year, and 
economic measures and government action 
at home particularly will have political 
ramifications. The Republican candidate 
for President perhaps will be Eisenhower 
or Taft and the Democratic candidate will 
be Truman or perhaps Chief Justice 
Vinson. 


Truman is the Parilli of the Democratic 
Party; the spark plug of his party. He 
will be nominated if he wants to be, but 
if he doesn’t want the nomination he can 
probably name the nominee. The outcome 
of the 1952 elections will depend a lot on 
the way the farmers vote. Can the Re- 
publicans get the mid-western farmers

Here is presented a 
new edition, revised, improved, and up to date, 
of a popular member of the popular History on 
the March Series. It shows history as children 
want to see it, with maps, pictures, diagrams, 
and other features to make it lively and interest 
ing—yet never sacrificing authenticity and the 
knowledge of experienced teachers and _ historians. 

Mathematics in Action, Books 1, 2, and 8, by 
Hart and Jahn. Heath, $2.12, $2.24, and $2.40. 
The fact that this series of junior high mathemat- 
ics books has reached the third edition seems 
ample proof of its excellence and popularity. The 
books are interesting to look at and to study and 
are thoroughly modern in concepts and content 

Understanding Economics, by Bagley and Per 
dew. Macmillan, $3.44. This high school tert 
in economics makes an effort to dispel the belie 
that economics is the “dismal science,” and does 
it very convincingly. The writing is good in 
itself, and the numerous and varied illustration 
add to the general effectiveness. Following ont 
chapter, chosen at random, are these projects: 
New Economic Terms, Questions Based on the 
Text, Your Knowledge in Action, and Other 
Sources of Information. 

Homes With Character, by Craig and Rus 
Heath, $3.60. Designed especially as a home 
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economics textbook, this new volume is so full of 
practical homemaking hints that it surely will 
prove to be a popular reference book. Ideas are 
well presented and emphasized with numerous 
pictures and diagrams. 

A Basic Book Collection for Elementary Grades, 
American Library Association, $2. Teachers and 
librarians everywhere will want a copy of this 
book list which tells all pertinent information 
about a wide, exhaustive grouping of books. 


General Shop for Everyone, by Louis V. New- 
kirk. Heath, $3.20. The author is director of the 
Division of Industrial Arts of the Chicago Public 
Schools. Into one volume he has given thorough 
information — practical and_ non-technical — on 
these topics: planning and drafting, woodworking, 
metalworking, electricity, plastics, related in- 
formation, and shop procedures. He has included 
as well construction details and a list of projects, 
together with photographs and line drawings. 

Comparative Education, edited by Arthur H. 
Machlman and Joseph S. Roucek. Drydent Press, 
$4.50. For a long time there has been a definite 
need for this kind of book, and it is good to have 
one done with such skill and understanding. 
Various authors have contributed chapters on 
education in different countries, so that the whole 
represents an expertness of opinions. Seventeen 
countries are represented and there are stimulat- 
ing chapters called, “Education in Various Cul- 
tures” and “Efforts at Internationalism in Edu- 
cation.” 


BOOKS FOR BOYS AND GIRLS 


Sorority Girl, by Anne Emery. Westminster, 
$2.50. Jean Burnaby has appeared in other sto- 
ties by this popular author for teen-agers, and her 
old friends will be glad to meet her again. The 
story this time concerns Jean’s activities in a 
high school sorority; at first she enjoys a heavenly 
existence while participating with a “select” 
group, but eventually she acquires a new sense 
of balance and standards. Mrs. Emery has 
presented very fairly a problem which concerns 
many teen-agers and their parents; at the same 
time she tells a story sure to endear itself to the 
older girls for whom it was expressly written. 

Johnny Reb, by Merritt Parmelee Allen. Long- 
mans, Green, $2.75. Mr. Allen is a perennial 
favorite of the junior high group, and his latest 
story is one of special interest and value. Against 
a vivid and unprejudiced background he portrays 
Southern life during the Civil War and peoples 
it with historical characters whom the boys will 
especially like. 

We Are A Family, by Inez Hogan. Dutton, 
$2.75. Boys and girls who are learning to read 
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for themselves will soon put this high on their 
list of favorites. Emphasizing the pleasures to 
come from family security, the author tells the 
story of five family groups—the eagle, beaver, 
monkey, polar bear, and mouse. Different ex- 
periences serve well to entertain the children 
and to illustrate a point. The beautiful pictures 
are by the author. 

Tumbleweed, by Barlow Meyers. Westminster, 
$2.50. Tumbleweed was a “broomtail” captured 
in the last great Wyoming wild horse drive; she 
was finally acquired by Rush Jones who set out 
for a job in the Southwest. This story, designed 
for older boys, is an adventurous one of what 
happened to the two of them—and that was 
plenty. A horse and western story of definite 
appeal. 


A Treasury of the World’s Great Heroines for 
Boys and Girls from 10-15, by Joanna Strong and 
Tom B. Leonard, Hart, $2.50. This rather new 
“treasury” series has already become popular, 
and the néwest addition will serve to cement its 
reputation among children and their teachers 
alike. Thirty biographical selections are included; 
the two major divisions are American Heroines 
and Heroines of Other Lands. Among the first 
group are Pocahontas, Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
Clara Barton, and Amelia Earhart; the second 
includes such well-known personalities as Joan of 
Arc, Marie Curie, and Evangeline Booth. 

Big Mutt, by John Reese. Westminster, $2.50. 
This Junior Literary Guild selection is an unus- 
ually good dog story, one that will be enjoyed 
by readers of all ages. It is the story of a 
tremendous dog who found his way to the edge 
of the North Dakota Badlands. His life and that 
of a boy, Dwight Jerome, become curiously en- 
tangled; and their story is an exceptionally enter- 
taining one.

A: In the following sys- 
tems the per cent value 
of service credit applies 
to all years of service 
credit. The per cent of 
contribution is also indi- 
cated: 

Arkansas, 142%; contribu- 
tion 4% plus necessary increase fixed by 
board. New Hampshire, 144%; contribution 
fixed by actuary. Louisiana, 142% plus $150; 
contribution 5%. Rhode Island, 124%; con- 
tribution 5%. Illinois, 142% plus $150; con- 
tribution 6%. North Dakota, 2% of average 
of all salaries as defined; contribution 4% to 
6%. 

In the following systems the allowance con- 
sists of an annuity plus pension. The annuity 
portion is found by dividing the member’s 
accumulated account by the cost of an annuity 
of $1.00 at retirement age. For example, a 
member retiring at age sixty-five with an 
account of $1,500 would have an annuity of 
about $121, which plus the pension paid for 
by the state would make up the retirement 
allowance. 

Our members’ accounts are too small yet to 
make operation on this plan desirable. 
Alabama, Georgia, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Texas, Utah, and West Vir- 
ginia.

A. Each teacher who does not have a number 
should file enrollment Form A-2. 


. Q. I will have finished my thirty years by 


age forty-eight. If I retire at that time, 
what will I receive? Should I retire? 

A. $480 per year for life; life expectancy 
30.44 years. If you may return to teaching 
later, do not retire. 

Q. The old maximum was $1,000; it is now 
$1,200 and H.B. 93 provides for $1,800. 
When will any of these maximums be 
reached by teachers whose salaries have 
always exceeded the maximum? 


A. The old) maximum will be reached by 
teachers retiring July 1, 1952; the maximum 
of $1,200 in 1958 (earlier if H.B. 93 jg 
adopted). Calculations cannot be made on 
the $1,800 maximum until the value of a year 
of service credit is fixed, but it will be some 
years in the future. 

For career teachers under age thirty-four the 
maximum of $1,200 can be reached by age 
sixty-four (earlier if H.B. 93 is passed) and 
beginners can reach the maximum of $1,800 
by about age sixty-two if H.B. 93 is passed, 


5. Q. I have eight years of service credit but it 

appears that I will not be able to teach for 
several years. I can get a leave for one year, 
Do I have to pay for the years I do not 
teach? Should I withdraw my account now 
and return the money when I teach again? 
What should I do? 
A. Pay your contribution for the remainder 
of this year, Ask for a leave for next year 
and pay for that. You cannot pay for the 
years you dp not teach and are not on leave, 
Do not withdraw your account unless you are 
absent for more than six years and until the 
opening of school on the seventh year, The 
months and years for which your contribu. 
tion is paid are not counted as absent. 


6. Q. As Secretary of the Board, I receive $500 

a year. I pay Social Security Tax on this, 
Will it ever do me any good? Can I later 
get a refund? 
A. After six quarters you have some protec. 
tion for wife and children in case of death, 
but it will be minor because of low salary. 
After forty quarters the privilege of benefits 
remains but in general they are reduced for 
the contributor if contributions stop, in pto- 
portion to the number of quarters not paid 
for prior to age sixty-five. The salary base 
is found by dividing all salary on which the 
tax is paid by the number of months from 
January 1, 1951, to age sixty-five. There 
are certain minimums.

cial Security. I have thirty years credit and 
I am fifty years old. If I qualify for Social 
Security, can I draw both? 
A. The Washington Bureau, so far as we 
know, has not ruled on this question but it 
is our opinion you can receive the Social 
Security benefit. Under any condition you 
will receive your Retirement benefit.

back into their fold? Doubtful, as farmers 
like high prices and good profits they 
have enjoyed under the Democrats. 

Federal deficit spending this fiscal year 
will amount to at least $6 billion; in the 
fiscal year 1952 it will rise to about $13 
billion. 

Foreign aid this year (1952) will amount 
to some $8 billion. 

Some of the principal wage groups that 
will benefit most from the 1952 salaries 
and wage increases are: (1) Organized 
Labor.
